in the building — his shop, 
a kiosk, dry cleaning shop 
and two vacant offices at 
the rear, 

Shutters close off the 
kiosk and a lock secures 
the front door. Mr. Edwards 
said that on October 4 he 
locked up when he left at 
night. However, on his re- 
turn at 630 am. next 
morning the front door was 
still locked but the shutters 
on the kiosk were broken 
down and the back door of 
the kiosk was open. Goods 
were strewn on the floor 
and some were missing. 
Detective Neville Nunn of 
Williamstown C.LB. said in 
Court that on October 24 
he went to Hynds’ home 
and asked Hynds to accom- 
pany him back to the CI.B. 
offices. 


He said he told Hynds he 
wanted to question him about 
a breaking in Harry Ed- 
ward's Shop and that already 
he had interviewed other 
boys who said Hynds was 
concerned in the offence. 
Hynds admitted he was 
involved but said he had not 
broken into the shop as it 
was open, Hynds said he 
had waited on the corner 
to keep watch. 

Later Det. Nunn __ inter- 
viewed Pyman who also told 
him he waited on the corner 
with ‘Dickie’ (Hynds). 

In a_ statement produced 
in Court Hynds said he went 
to a hotel during the day 
and on his return to Pier 
Street met some other boys. 

These boys told him the 
shop was open and they all 
decided fo go inside.

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Engineer Wanted 


More Money For 
Parks § ; 


“The Shire Engineer, Mr, R, C, Simmons, is 





disappointed in the sum provided this year for . 
expenditure on Altona’s Parks and Gardens. 


He made this comment 
when the Council was con- 
sidering a_report presented 
by the Superintendent of 
Parks and Gardens, Mr. N. 

yd. 


Cr. Grant referred to fi- 
gures quoted in the report 
which indicated that where- 
as Altona was spending 3% 
of its total_ revenue on 
Parks. and Reserves, the 
Municipality of Diamond 
Valley was spending approx- 
imately 10%. The .Shire 
Engineer said that the fi- 
gures were probably correct 
and in his opinion it was 
most desirable that more 
funds should be provided 
for this work but when the 
estimates had been framed, 
insufficient funds had been 
available. 


Cr. Grant said that if the 
work was considered to be 
urgent or if ‘the Parks and 
Gardens staff were short, 
he considered it essential 
that assistance be given 
even to the extent of pro- 
viding an extra man imme- 
diately, even if it meant the 
Council __ over-spent. e 
Shire Engineer said that 
the main concern at pre- 
sent was that if more street 
were planted, then 
there were insufficient funds 
to maintain them and he
